Electoral Roll 

The present roll ceased at the end of last year, and 
a new one has to be made for 1972. This process will take 
place every sixth year in future. The Church Information 
Office has issued an explanatory leaflet in which it states 
'only those whu apply to have their names'entered will be 
on the new roll. No names will be carried over from the previous one. In 
this way every six years 'dead wood' is removed, and only those who are 
sufficiently concerned to re-apply will continue'. - As before, a person 
who wishes to be enrolled must be baptised, at least 17 years o?jd and 
either resident in the parish or a habitual worshipper in it for at least 
six months.. Habitual warship far this purpose does not imply very 
frequent attendance.

CHAPTERS IN MY LIFE 


by Leonard Blomefisld- 
Vicar of Swaffham Bulbeck 182-8-54 


"And as time went an tilings improved greatly, both in the church and 
in the parish generally. There had always been a fair congregation / but 
it was much increased latterly.- There was. no regular meeting house in 
the parish.- There were some Dissenters, of course; it could hardly be 
otherwise expected in a population of between seven-and eight hundred. 

But there were not very many, and some of them were among the steadiest 
and best-behaved of my parishioners. They sent their children to both 
work-day ana Sunday school; and occasionally appeared at my church, 
where - once or twice - I even saw the Dissenting minister himself, who 
at times held forth in one of tho cottages to the few that came to 
listen to him. 

There wore scaroely any bad characters in the place, though re¬ 
formation of manners was much needed in the case of some of the men - 
young men chiefly. There wore only throe public houses in the village 

when I first came to it, and I left the same three when I came away 
without any addition to the number. This was after an incumbency of 
thirty years. It had been attempted to set up ethers, but I resisted,* 
and the farmers, who were guided by my example, withheld their consent 
also. In the parish nearest to cry own - (where however there was 
certainly a larger population) -the number of public houses was twenty 
cr more. I consider the circumstance just mentioned as; showing the 
moral influence a clergyman may acquire over his parishioners if he • r 
reside among.them a sufficient term of years. It is seldom that any 
lasting good can be effected in a parish by those who from seme cause of 
dissatisfaction or other, seek to change their living or curacy as..the 
case may be - perhaps not only once, but twice or oftener. 

I must say I had no fault to find with my parishioners in any way. 
They were as a rule civil and attentive to all I said and did, or tried 
to do, for their moral and religious improvement. For the most part they 
fell in with such arrangements about yhings I had to propose, and were 
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generally ready to adopt my suggestions in respect of what I wanted new 
or different from what had been before. I never made, or had, that I am 
aware, a single enemy in the place. The parish bore a good character 
from outsiders for peace and. unanimity among its inhabitants. 

There were great lamentations at my going, rendered necessary by 
my first wife 1 s bad health. And I may mention, in proof of the regard my 
parishioners- had for me, their presentation of fortyhine handsomely bound 
Volumes of divinity - leaving it-to me to choose the particular books - 
when I came away. . -

-■ NINE MONTHS Hi AUSTRALASIA - ah account .by H. J. Lowe • 

On February ’ last year my wife and- I boarded the- - 
Italian ship •'Fairstar' at Southampton. We were' well cared for- on the 
voyage; to -Sydney-, stoppings on-ihe way..at- Tenerife (Canary- islands);> Cape 
Town-, Fremantle and .Melbourne.." Whereat -Fremantle we- Were pleased .to go 
and see Yvonne Sheriffs, the grand-daughter of Mrs Bare ford' ofyCcmmercial 
End, with her husband and young son. 1 After four weeks and five days we 
arrived at Sydney^ .having the great; joy of seeing bur only son John again, 
after - eight years. .- He was there to, meet us with- -his wife ..and thblr- nine 
year old daughter -Vanessa. John took us I 36 miles in' his mini-bus oyer 
the--Blue-Mountains.'to the' city of Bathurst,- where we :stayed with, his in-laws 
for-/three, weeks*-,- Then he took us 2 .246 miles to the tropical city, of Darwin 
capital of the Northern Territory. Some 20C: miles-of this was .very bough 
and twice we got bogged down, be tween 1 and 2 a.m*. Also there were-several 
lots of water to go through. We had food and drink going along - '.Meals an 
Wheels” as-John said.- It took us 2-g- days of continuous travelling night 
and day, with inly essential steps. ' 


... , .. .. .There are ..only two seasons in Darwin,.the wet and .the dry. 

We arrived at the end of the wot season and for two woeks there wore some 
heavy storms. For the other 20 weeks we wore there however, wo-had 
cloudless skies most of the time.. It-is always rathor hot and all the 
buildings have fans or" alr-conditicning. At tho end of our stay the 
temperature' had reachod 92 degrees by-day at 75 at night. 


Our caravan was near John's houso, not far from a dual 
carriageway and on two days I counted 500 vehicles passing in 11 minutes 
during tho rush hour. About half a mile along the road was an Aborigine 
settlement which we wore permitted to visit once. There, are quite a 
number of Aborigines mixed with other po oplo in the cities. We met many of 
John’s friohds while staying here.. 

- .,v- 1 .- After-a wonderful time in Darwin we loft by bus for Sydney. 

On the way we stppppqd at Mt. Isa for about 40 minutes for breakfast, and 
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in that time our niece, Alice Bend all and her two children, who live 
there were able to visit us. We had other stops, including one at 
Brisbane. We took a train from Sydney to Bathurst and stayed there 
for 18 days. Y/hile there we - saw in a lucal newspaper something 
about a man named John Bulbeck very prominent in one section of the 
news. . 

The journey from Darwin to Bathurst was 3000 miles, and- took 
3-g- days. From Bathurst we returned to Sydney and flew from there to 
Wellington, New Zealand, a distance of 1385 miles. Wo were.met at the 
airport by our cousin and his wife, who drove us 200 miles to their ■ 
home in New Plymouth. After an enjoyable stay there,.they took us a 
further 200 miles to Auckland, staying overnight on the way at Cambridge. 
In Auckland we were pleased to meet Mrs Golden (some elderly people 
would remember her as Edie Ashman when she lived in Swaffham Prior). 

With her was her daughter, Mrs Mitchell, her grand-daughter, and two- 
great-grandchildren. 

. After 16 days in Now Zealand we boarded the Fairstar again at 
Auckland. On the voyage back to England we went ashore at Tahiti, 

Balboo (Panama Canal) and Lisbon (Portugal). Between'New Zealand and 
Tahiti wo crossed the international date-line and ..so had two Fridays 
in ctne week. On November 12th we arrived at Southampton where our 
daughter Hope and her husband met us and brought us back to Swaffham : 
Bulbeck. 

We. thank God for being, able to go to see our son in Australia 
for tho socond time.
